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Rapport de la 
presidente 


Lentrain et l'animation que suscite la Phase Ill de 
l'agrandissement du Musée des beaux-arts de 
Ontario ont continue de s'intensifier au cours de 
l'année et ont connu plusieurs points marquants. 
En fevrier, 'enthousiasme a atteint son comble 
avec l’annonce d'une subvention du 
gouvernement federal de 8 millions de dollars. 
Cette subvention, qui s'ajoute aux 8 millions de 
dollars recus du gouvernement de |’Ontario, 
permet de passer de la planification ala 
realisation du projet. 

Le temps et les efforts consacrés aux différents 
aspects de la Phase Ill en 1987-1988 ont prépare 
le terrain pour le lancement en mai 1988 de notre 
campagne de souscription, dont |’objectif est de 
14 millions de dollars. Fred Eaton, président de la 
campagne de souscription, a déclenche celle-ci 
sous une note dynamique en annoncant quatre 
dons majeurs deja obtenus. La collection 
d’envergure d’art inuit donnée par Samuel et 
Esther Sarick revéte une grande importance. 
Grace a la générosité d’Avrom Isaacs, propriétaire 
d’une galerie d’art de Toronto, le Musée a eté en 
mesure d’acheter sa collection privee qui viendra 
compléter la collection Sarick par ses livres, ses 
periodiques et ses journaux sur l’art inuit. Ces 
deux collections s'ajoutent a la collection Klamer, 
acquise precédemment a la suite d’un don, ce qui 
fera du Musée des beaux-arts de |’Ontario l'un 
des principaux centres d’étude sur l’art inuit. 

Trois anciens presidents du Musée des 
beaux-arts donneront leur nom a des salles de la

Phase Ill. La salle Bovey, don d’Ed et de Peggy 
Bovey, abritera des oeuvres d’art contemporain. 
Fraser et Betty Ann Elliott ont fait don d’une salle du 


rez-de-chaussée pour les expositions spéciales. 
Enfin, une nouvelle salle sera dédiée a la mémoire 
de Val Stock en reconnaissance de sa contribution 
au Musée. 

Le début prestigieux de la campagne laisse 
presager que celle-ci atteindra son objectif grace 


au soutien des nombreux amis du Musée, que ce 
soit des sociétes, des fondations ou des 
particuliers. 

Compte tenu de I’importance de la Phase Ill 
pour l'avenir du Musée, il nous a semble 
opportun d’etudier et de reformuler la déclaration 
de mission de ce dernier, de revoir sa structure 
organisationnelle et d’instaurer de nouveaux 
systemes de planification et de contrdle. Laide que 
nous a prodigué McKinsey and Company nous a 
permis de mener a bien ces taches, avec pour 
resultat des améliorations importantes. Une 
nouvelle structure de gestion mettra l’accent sur 
les collections, les expositions et la publication de 
programmes. Une reorganisation des comités du 
conseil d’administration favorisera une meilleure 
comprehension par ses membres de 
l'accroissement des revenus, des relations avec 
les gouvernements, de l'éducation et des projets 
d’agrandissement, les encourageant ainsi a 
participer davantage a ces activites. 

Malgré toute l’6nergie que le Musée a consacrée 
ala Phase Ill et a l'étude McKinsey, il a poursuivi 
ses activités principales, soit augmentation de sa 
collection et la preparation d’expositions, comme 
il est expliqueé plus en detail dans les pages qui 
suivent. Nous disposons d’un consell 
d’administration énergique, d’un personnel hors 
pair, d'un comite de benevoles insurpassable, de 
membres de comités et de démarcheurs dévoues 
dont le dynamisme fait la renommeée du Musée. 


President's Report 


The energy and momentum generated by the aco’s 
Stage Ill expansion continued to grow this year. In 
February, excitement reached a peak with the 
announcement of the federal government's 

$8 million grant for the project. This grant, added 
to the $8 million received from the Province of 
Ontario, thrusts the project from its planning stages 
into full implementation. 

The time and effort put into the various aspects 
of the Stage Ill project in 1987/88 set the stage for 
a dynamic kickoff of our Stage Ill Fund in May 
1988. Fred Eaton, chairman of the Stage III Fund, 
launched the $14 million campaign with the 
announcement of four major donations already to 
its credit. Of prime significance is the generous gift 
of an extensive collection of Inuit art by Samuel 
and Esther Sarick. The Saricks have also donated 
a new gallery to Stage Ill for the permanent display 
of Inuit art. The Sarick collection will be 
complemented by the gift/ourchase of a fine 
collection of books, periodicals, and journals on 
Inuit art from the private collection of Avrom Isaacs, 
a Toronto gallery owner. The combination of the 
Sarick collection and the Isaacs reference collection 
with the previously donated Klamer collection will 
make the aco one of the world’s foremost centres 
for the study and appreciation of Inuit art. 

Three past presidents of the aco will have their 
names linked with Stage Ill galleries. The Bovey 
Gallery, a gift of Ed and Peggy Bovey, will house 
contemporary works. Fraser and Betty Ann Elliott 
have donated a main floor gallery for special 
exhibitions. A new gallery will also be dedicated to 
the memory of Val Stock, in recognition of his many 
contributions to the aco. 

With such an illustrious start to the Stage Ill Fund, 
we are confident that its goal will be reached with 
the help of the Gallery’s many friends and supporters 
on the corporate, foundation, and individual levels. 

Given the importance of Stage Ill for the 
future, we decided it was time to study and update

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the Gallery’s mission statement, review the 
organizational structure, and implement new 
planning and control systems. With the generous 
assistance of McKinsey and Company, these tasks 
were carried out successfully and have resulted 
in substantial improvements. A new management 
structure will focus on the management of 
collections, exhibitions, and publications 
programs. A revised board committee structure 
will ensure trustee Involvement and understanding 
of activities in revenue enhancement, government 
relations, education, and extension. 

Despite all the energy devoted to Stage Ill and 
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the McKinsey study, the Gallery continued with 


its core activities of collecting and exhibiting, the 
impressive results of which are detailed in the 
following pages of this Annual Report. We have a 
hard-working Board of Trustees, a superior staff, a 
Volunteer Committee second to none, and many 
devoted committee members and canvassers 
who create the dynamism for which the Gallery 

is famous.

Director's Report 


The Gallery's Stage Ill building expansion 
continues to create excitement and enthusiasm 
among our staff and supporters. The highlight of 
1987/88 was indeed the federal government's 
announcement of its $8 million grant towards the 
project. The commitment of both the Province of 
Ontario and the Government of Canada to Stage Ill 
has established the vital support that the aco 
needs in order to realize this major endeavour. 

For the Art Gallery of Ontario, 1987/88 was a 
year of introspection and crystal-gazing. With 
Stage Ill plans well under way, we realized that 
serious consideration had to be given to the AGo’s 
direction for the future. Senior staff and trustees 
spent many months wrestling with the writing of a 
mission statement that would encompass the 
AGO’S Mmany~—and at times diverse— aspirations. 
We were ably assisted in this herculean task by 
McKinsey and Company, who patiently led us 
through hours of discussion reviewing the 
Gallery’s current priorities and anticipating our 
future needs and responsibilities. 

After much soul-searching, we have articulated 
a mission statement that reflects the true 
commitment of the Art Gallery of Ontario: “To be a 
great art museum that effectively brings art and 
people together by achieving regional, national, 
and international recognition for an outstanding 
permanent collection and programming 
innovation.” 

The mission statement incorporates the AGO’s 
three major priorities: the building of our 
Permanent Collection, the creation and 
presentation of substantial, yet enjoyable 
programs, and the need to be accessible to our 
many publics. Our attention to these three 
elements has already been well demonstrated in 
1987/88. Collecting activity maintained its 
momentum over the past year, despite the 
economic climate, and we were pleased to 
acquire anumber of significant additions to our 
Permanent Collection. 

The Curatorial and Education Services divisions 
once again demonstrated their spectrum of 
expertise by presenting rich and varied exhibitions 
and public programs that ranged from the 
magnificence of illuminated medieval manuscripts,

to innovative installations of recent works by 
Canadian artists: from theatrical portrayals of 
van Gogh’s life, to the use of computers that 
animated individual works in galleries. 

Particular attention was given to presenting a 
friendlier AGo face to our public through a series of 
initiatives by the Marketing/Public Relations 
Division this past year. With the generous 
assistance of Young & Rubicam, the AGO 
produced an institutional advertising campaign 
featuring key works of art in the Permanent 
Collection. Public response to the campaign has 
been extremely enthusiastic. Special marketing 
grants from the Ontario Ministry of Culture and 
Communications allowed us to produce a 
brochure on our famous Henry Moore collection 
and to prepare information kits on the Aco for the 
travel industry. The Gallery also continued to 
develop its tourist market through participation in 
the “Toronto for the Arts” program, a promotion 
to bring tourists to Toronto for cultural tours. Woods 
Gordon Marketing Consultants kindly lent its 
expert skill and knowledge to the Aco to establish 
a market research program to collect information 
on our visitors and provide direction for 
programming and communications decisions. 

Our public has responded most favourably to 
our efforts, with an attendance total of 390,000 in 
1987/88. Community highlights at the Gallery 


included special events with China ’87 in July, a 
Hungarian film festival in October, the ever-popular 
Celebration Weekend in December, and Spring 
Thing during the March break. 

The Gallery's accessibility was recently extended 
to a special audience. This past year the AGO 
initiated its Artist Life Member program, with 
complimentary life memberships to all artists 
represented in our Permanent Collection. We 
hope that this is just the first step in strengthening 
bonds with the artistic community. 

A detailed description of the past year’s 
programs and activities follows. 


Acquisitions 

The Gallery accessioned 341 works of art to the 
Permanent Collection during 1987/88. Many 
important purchases were made possible by the 
Annual Giving Fund, and the Collection was 
significantly enhanced by the numerous generous 
gifts of works of art. The many donors are 
individually recognized in the List of Acquisitions 
on pages 15-21. 

In the field of European painting, a significant 
purchase was Le Pont, a cubo-futurist canvas by 
Natalia Gontcharova (Russian, 1881-1962) done 
shortly after the artist left her native Russia and 
settled in Paris in 1914. Margaret and lan Ross 
donated twenty-four Italian baroque medals and 
four silver coins, augmenting the important 
collection of baroque bronzes already acquired 
by gift and purchase from the same collectors. 

The major acquisition in the area of modern 
sculpture was Group: Mother and Children of 
1913, the only known carving by Roger Fry (British, 
1866-1934). It was based on a photograph of 
Vanessa Bell and her two sons Julian and 
Quentin. With this purchase, we also acquired two 
drawings of 1913 by Duncan Grant (British, 
1885-1978), designs for Omega Christmas cards, 
which were based on Fry's carving. Eighteen 
prints by Henry Moore (British, 1898-1986) were 
donated to the Gallery by The Henry Moore 
Foundation. 

The collection of prints and drawings grew by 
leaps and bounds in 1987/88. In all, 143 prints 
and 52 drawings were accessioned. Among the

most important were a group of works repatriated 
from the collection of Dr. Harold Tovell with the 
generous assistance of the Canadian Cultural 
Property Export Review Board. They include a rare 
coloured woodcut, Manao Tupapau, by Paul 
Gauguin (French, 1848-1903); a fine black and 
white chalk drawing on blue paper by Edgar 
Degas (French, 1834-1917) entitled Danseuse vue 
de Dos; and a powerful gouache by Georges 
Rouault (French, 1871-1958) entitled L’/dylle. 

The most important works purchased during 
this period include the haunting drawing in three 
colours of chalk on green paper of The Park at 
Arcueil by Charles-Joseph Natoire (French, 
1700-1777), a leading eighteenth-century 
French draughtsman not formerly represented 
in the collection. Two large black mezzotints 
were also added to the growing collection of 
eighteenth-century English prints: A Philosopher 
Giving a Lecture on the Orrery by William Pether 
(British, c.1738-1821) after Wright of Derby, and A 
Tigress by John Murphy (British, c.1748-c.1820) 
after George Stubbs. 

Our collection continued to grow in many other 
areas thanks to generous gifts from private 
collections and corporate donors. From a Toronto 
private collection, we received the superb pastel 
by Edouard Vuillard (French, 1868-1940) The 
Entrance and also several important Italian 
drawings by Guilio Cesare Procaccini (Italian, 
1574-1625), Paolo Pagani (Italian, c.1661-1716), 
and Taddeo Zuccaro (Italian, 1529-1566). In 
addition, we received an exceptional gift of 
thirty-four prints and drawings from the late 
Dr. Gilbert Bagnani and his wife Stewart Bagnani. 
The gift includes several notable additions to the 
collection of seventeenth-century Dutch drawings, 
with works by Adrian van de Velde (Dutch, 
1636-1672), Frans Snyders (Flemish, 1579-1657), 
and David Teniers the Younger (Dutch, 1610-1690). 
It also includes two prints by Pieter van der 
Heyden (Flemish, c.1525-1569) from the series 
The Set of the Seven Vices in brilliant impressions; 
etchings by Bernardo Bellotto (Italian, 1720-1780) 
and Giovanni Antonio Canal, called Canaletto 
(Italian, 1697-1768); and a superb copy of the 
second edition of the Carceri d'invenzione by 
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James Wilson Morrice (Canadian, 1865-1924), Nu de dos 
devant la cheminée, 1912-14; oil on canvas, 45.8 x 43.0 
cm. Gift of Mr. and Mrs. Jules Loeb, Toronto. 


Giovanni Battista Piranesi (Italian, 1720-1778), still 
in its original paper binding. 

Mr. Ralph Presgrave gave us an illuminated 
manuscript leaf from a fourteenth-century 


Dominican missal; Mr. Frank Seger and 

Dr. Marianne Seger added a drawing attributed to 
Donato Creti (Italian, 1671-1749) to our collection 
of Italian drawings, and an anonymous donor 
added a drawing by David Cox (British, 1738-1859) 
to our collection of British drawings and 
watercolours. An anonymous donor added a copy 
of Maiakovskii’s For the Voice to our collection of 
Russian futurist books. 

In addition to broadly based collections, we 
received three specialized private collections that 
greatly enhance our holdings. The first of these 
consists of twenty watercolours from Dr. A. Rostas 
attributed to Daniel Rabel (French, 1578-1637) for 
the Ballet du Sérieux et du Grotesque, to add to 
two already in the collection. These extraordinary 
costume designs were made for ballets performed 
at the Court of King Louis XIII. From the collection 
of nineteenth-century French prints formed by the 
late Elizabeth Dales, we received thirteen etchings 
by the leader of the mid nineteenth-century etching 
revival in France, Charles Meryon (French, 
1821-1868), including fine impressions of his most 
celebrated prints La Morgue, Paris; La Galerie 
Notre-Dame, Paris; and Le Pont-au-Change, Paris. 
Four etchings by Felix-Hilaire Buhot (French, 


1847-1898) also came from the Dales collection, 
including a superb proof of Palais de Westminster 
a Lonares. 

The collection of twentieth-century prints and 
drawings was enriched by the gift from Mrs. O. D. 
Vaughan of superb drawings by Henri Matisse 
(French, 1869-1954) and Alberto Giacometti 
(Swiss, 1901-1966). Dr. Murray Wilson gave us an 
important drawing by Joan Miro (Spanish, 
1893-1983). Walter Carsen added an outstanding 
group of sixty-five twentieth-century international 
prints to the collection, including works by Josef 
Albers (German-American, 1888-1976), Georges 
Braque (French, 1882-1963), Robert Indiana 
(American, b. 1928), Joan Miro (Spanish, 
1893-1983), Richard Mortensen (Danish, b. 1910), 
and Andy Warhol (American, 1930-1987). This is 
one of the most important additions ever made to 
our collection of twentieth-century works on paper. 

The momentous gifts from corporations included 
the gift from Touche Ross of the lithograph by 
Edouard Vuillard (French, 1868-1940) /ntérieur a 
la suspension arguably one of the most beautiful 
colour prints ever made, and the extraordinary 
lithograph by Eugene Delacroix (French, 
1798-1863) Cheval Sauvage. With funds from 
Inco Limited, we were able to acquire for our 
English print collection The Shadowed Valley, the 
masterpiece in the mezzotint medium by Sir 
Frank Short (British, 1857-1945). 

As always, the Trier-Fodor Foundation permitted 
us to add to our collection of humorous, satirical, 
and illustrative art. The most notable purchases 
are a wash drawing by Johann Heinrich Fusell 
(Swiss, 1741-1825), Dr James Paying a Bill. a 
superb impression of Gluttony from The Set of the 
Seven Vices by Pieter van der Heyden (Flemish, fl. 
1550-1570), and six Russian futurist books 
illustrated by such artists as Mikhail Fedorovich 
Larionov (Russian, 1882-1964) and Kazimir 
Severinovich Malevich (Russian, 1878-1935). 

A major addition to our growing collection of 
photographic works of art was a gift from Mrs. 
Sandra Ball and Mrs. Marcia Reid, highlighted by 
significant twentieth-century photographs by 
Herbert Bayer (b. Austria 1900—d. USA 1985), 
Andre Kertesz (b. Hungary 1894—d. USA 1985), 


Lotte Jacobi (American, b. 1896), Edward Weston 
(American, 1886-1958), and Roman Vishniac 
(American, b. 1897). An important addition to 
nineteenth-century photographs was eleven 
albumen prints by Giorgio Sommer (Italian, 
1834-1914) from the Souvenir de Pompei, Napoli 
album, c.1870, donated by Mr. Larry Pfaff. 

Purchases and gifts have also added significantly 
to the Gallery's holdings of Canadian historical art 
this year. The most important purchases in this 
area include a stunning canvas by Robert Clow 
Todd (Canadian, 1809-c.1865), The Ice Cone, 
Montmorency Falls, Quebec, c.1845, acquired 
with the assistance of the Government of Canada 
through the Cultural Property Export and Import 
Act; an oil by Robert Reginald Whale (Canadian, 
1805-1887), Canadian Wildcat, c.1867; a canvas 
by Bertram Brooker (Canadian, 1885-1955), 
Untitled, c.1927; and a canvas by Aba Bayefsky 
(Canadian, b. 1923), Self Portrait in Bowler Hat, 
1S5e: 

Among many generous gifts was a group of 
three works: two Ink drawings by Sir James Hope 
(British, 1785-1871), Moose deer in their ravage, 
c.1838, and St Charles River — Canada, below 
the falls, 1838; and a watercolour by Charles 
Murray (Canadian, 1814-1907), The Landing 
Place, Montreal, 1845. These works were purchased 
from The Canadian Club Classic Fund, which was 
established by Hiram Walker Brands Limited 
specifically for acquisitions in the area of 
pre-Confederation watercolours, drawings, and 
prints. Other generous gifts include an oil by Albert 
Bierstadt (Canadian, 1830-1902), Montmorency 
Falls, c.1880, from Mr. Bernard Desroches and 
Mr. and Mrs. George Mede, Montreal; a rare figure 
piece by James Wilson Morrice (Canadian, 
1865-1924), Nu de dos devant la cheminée, 
1912-14, the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Jules Loeb, 
Toronto; a wood sculpture by Armand Vaillancourt 
(Canadian, b. 1932), Totem, c.1957, the gift of 
Bruno M. and Ruby Cormier, Montreal; and a 
group of three etchings of 1908 by Caroline 
Armington: Vieilles Maisons, Bruges; Porte 
Maréchale, Bruges; and Porte de Gaud, Bruges; 
from Mr. and Mrs. Charles A. Hagen, Cobourg, 
Ontario.

In contemporary Canadian art the Gallery 
received several gifts. Two prints by Guido 
Molinari (Canadian, b. 1933) were given by 
Mr. David Silcox and Linda Intaschi; and two works 
by Harold Town (Canadian, b. 1924) were added to 
the collection, one print gifted by Helga Vonwicht 
and one drawing by Mrs. A. Hoadley Mitchell. 
Important paintings include a 1980 canvas by 
David Bolduc (Canadian, b. 1945) donated by 
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Harry and Ann Malcolmson; Painting in Black and 
Yellow, 1973, by John Meredith (Canadian, b. 1933), 
a donation of McFlow & Co.; and from Mr. and 
Mrs. Jules Loeb, Valley, 1972, by lvan Eyre and 
Surya, 1963, by Roy Kiyooka (Canadian, b. 1926). 
Judith Terry made a significant donation of 
twenty-six prints by Claude Tousignant (Canadian, 
b. 1932). An important photo-text series by Robin 
Collyer (Canadian, b. 1949), Untitled # 1-4, 1975, 
was purchased through the Peggy Lownsbrough 
Fund. Other purchases include two works by 
Rodney Graham (Canadian, b. 1948); a 
concentrated group of three prints of 1975 and the 
painting Mimi, 1968-69, by General Idea (formed 
in Toronto, 1968); and works on paper by Robert 
Fones (Canadian, b. 1949) and Will Gorlitz 
(Canadian, b. 1952). The installation Overture, 
1986, by Stan Douglas (Canadian, b. 1960) was 
acquired through the George W. Gilmour 
Perspective Exhibition Fund. 

In the area of international contemporary art two 
major recent sculptures were purchased. L'Altra 
Figura (The Other Figure), 1985, by Giulio Paolini 
(Italian, b. 1940), which adds substantially to the 
Gallery’s holdings of Arte Povera; and Si/tal/ 
Empire, 1986, by the artist Bertrand Lavier 
(French, b. 1949). Four gifts from the Junior 
Volunteer Committee Fund recognize the 
significant contribution that women artists are 
making to contemporary art: Post Partum 
Document, Part |, 1974, and Post Partum 
Document, Part Il, 1975, by Mary Kelly (American, 
b. 1941): and Selections from UNDER A ROCK, 
1985, texts presented On an LED sign, and You 
create an incident..., 1986, a granite bench with an 
inscribed text from UNDER A ROCK, both by Jenny 
Holzer (American, b. 1950). Major gifts include a 
1986 drawing by Walter Dahn (German, b. 1954) 
from Mr. and Mrs. Morton H. Rapp; two silkscreens 
by Andy Warhol (American, 1930-1987): Wayne 
Gretzky, gift of Robert Daniel Scarabelli and 
Karen Kain, 1980, gift of Mr. and Mrs. Will Hechter; 
and Lux 72, a stainless steel multiple by Nicolas 
Schoffer (French, b. 1912) from Mr. James 
W. Westaway. 


Exhibitions 

During another active year, the Gallery presented 
an impressive series of exhibitions to fulfill its 
mandate to create a balanced program of 
historical, modern, and contemporary art — 
Canadian and international—in the various 


media. The following are some highlights. 

One of the major exhibitions of the year was The 
Glory of the Page: Medieval and Renaissance 
Illuminated Manuscripts from Glasgow University 
Library, organized by the aco in collaboration with 
Glasgow University Library. The exhibition 
presented the first comprehensive display of 
selected works from the library’s extensive 
collection of paintings, drawings, and other 
decorative work in books produced in Europe 
over a period of eight centuries. The innovative 
design of the exhibition spaces suggested a 
Romanesque cloister, a jousting tent, a baronial 
hall, and even a scriptorium with calligraphers 
demonstrating their craft. 

The prints and drawings exhibition program was 
further enhanced by two other exhibitions. Our 
Old Friend Rolly: Watercolours, Prints, and Book 
Illustrations by Thomas Rowlandson in the 
Collection of the Art Gallery of Ontario, curated 
by Brenda Rix, assistant curator of prints and 
drawings, demonstrated the brilliant 
draughtsmanship of the social satirist Rowlandson 
in his vivid record of English social life between 
1780 and 1820. The exhibition was dedicated to 
Mr. John T. Johnson (1913-1985), a Toronto lawyer 
who donated a large group of Rowlandson works 
to the aco between 1980 and 1985. 

The loan exhibition The Photographs of David 
Octavius Hill and Robert Adamson, organized by 
the Mendel Gallery, Saskatoon, marked the first 
comprehensive exhibition in Canada of the 
pioneering calotype work of the Scottish photog- 
gaphers in partnership from 1843 to 1848. This 
exhibition comprised works from the collections of 
the Scottish National Portrait Gallery, Edinburgh, 
and Glasgow University Library. 

The exhibition Henry Moore Remembered: The 
Collection at the Art Gallery of Ontario in Toronto 
featured almost all 181 sculptures in the collection, 
73 drawings, and a selection of prints. It coincided

with the first anniversary of Henry Moore’s death, 
and with the publication of Alan G. Wilkinson’s 
book Henry Moore Remembered, a comprehensive 
account of the Henry Moore collection at the Art 
Gallery of Ontario. 

The Gallery mounted two exhibitions in the area 
of Canadian historical art. A Selection of Recent 
Acquisitions of Works on Paper from the 
Canadian Historical Collection opened in 
November, consisting of eighty-nine works—the 
result of recent purchases, donations, and 
transfers from other areas of the collection—and 
demonstrated the efforts of the Canadian Historical 
Collection Committee to enrich developed areas 
of the collection and to fill gaps in weaker areas. 
On a larger scale Loring and Wyle: Sculptors’ 
Legacy organized by Christine Boyanoski, assistant 
curator of Canadian historical art, opened here in 
July and was enthusiastically received. The 
exhibition and catalogue represent the first 
scholarly study devoted to historical Canadian 
sculpture in English Canada. A selection of the 
works from this show Is presently travelling 
throughout Ontario. 

In contemporary Canadian art, Curator Philip 
Monk organized several exhibitions including the 


retrospective Joyce Wieland, for which a catalogue 
was co-published by Key Porter books and the 
AGO. Paterson Ewen: Phenomena was almost a 


complete survey of Ewen’s gouged plywood 
landscape paintings from 1971 to 1987. Ona 
smaller scale the survey of the Toronto painter 
Shirley Wiltasalo consisted of twenty works 
produced since 1981. Rodney Graham: The 
System of Landor’s Cottage was mainly drawn 
from works in the Permanent Collection. The 
exhibition commemorated the co-publication of a 
book by the artist. Perspective 87, the annual 
award exhibition for contemporary art sponsored 
by George W. Gilmour, featured the work of 
Vancouver artist Stan Douglas. The exhibition was 
organized by Barbara Fischer, assistant curator of 
contemporary art. The Gallery also opened the 
tour of Betty Goodwin: Works from 1971-1987, 
organized by the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts. 
In international contemporary art the Gallery 
hosted two exhibitions of large scale by significant 
American artists: a mid-career retrospective of the 
painting of David Salle, organized by the Institute 
of Contemporary Art, University of Pennsylvania; 
and El/sworth Kelly: Works on Paper, the first 
comprehensive look at Kelly's drawings, studio

sketches, collage postcards, and photographs, 
organized by the Modern Museum of Fort Worth, 
Texas. As well, the Gallery and the Istituto Italiano 
di Cultura in Toronto collaborated on a joint 
exhibition of work by the Italian artist Remo 
Salvadori, which included a special installation by 
the artist in the Art Gallery of Ontario. 


Extension Services 

During the year more than 183,627 viewers 
attended a total of 128 provincial and national 
exhibitions/events in forty-eight centres. Ontario 
alone had forty-five exhibition bookings, forty- 
seven “Artists with their Work” programs, and 
twenty Speakers Service events in thirty-nine 
centres. Nine national centres had nine exhibition 
bookings. Northern Ontario booked forty per cent 
of the Speakers Service events, thirty-five per cent 
of the “Artists with their Work” programs, and 


twenty per cent of Ontario's travelling exhibitions. 
The three exhibitions Liz Magor, Joyce Wieland, 
and Our Old Friend Rolly: Watercolours, Prints, 
and Book Illustrations by Thomas Rowlandson in 
the Collection of the Art Gallery of Ontario, all 
completed their national tours during this fiscal 


year. Shirley Wiitasalo commenced its national 
tour. 

The Permanent Collection continued to provide 
a strong source for a large variety of exhibitions. In 
particular, Rodin to Moore: Works from the 
Permanent Collection of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario, Augustus John: The Marchesa Casati 
(AGO Collection in Focus), Loring and Wyle: 
Sculptors’ Legacy, and Twentieth-Century British 
Art trom the Collection of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario were launched on a provincial circuit. 

During this fiscal year the AGo organized the 
special exhibition Surrealism and Its Influence to 
celebrate the recent acquisition of Yves Tanguy’s 
L’Oreiller de Satin (The Satin Pillow), 1929. lt was 
important to share this event with our provincial 
clients and therefore we placed the exhibition in 
four Ontario galleries; South Porcupine, Sault Ste. 
Marie, Thunder Bay, and on to St. Catharines in 
the next fiscal year. 

In support of the Rodin to Moore exhibition, 
Extension Services undertook a pilot project to 
provide special tours for the visually impaired at 
each of the venues (Stratford, Sarnia, Thunder 
Bay, Sudbury, and St. Catharines). A selection of 


works from the exhibition was made available for 
the visually impaired to experience directly. 
Because of custodial conservation concerns, Our 
chief conservator travelled to each centre with an 
installation officer to oversee the specialized tours 
at each exhibiting centre. 

The CONTACT program, designed to meet the 
need for small exhibitions to be hosted by those 
provincial communities with limited access— and 
therefore unable to house major exhibitions— 
introduced David Hockney: A Hollywood Collection; 
Photographs of Canadian Artists from the 
Newton MacTavish Collection; Walter Trier: Lilliput 
Covers, drawn from the Permanent Collection; 
and Stan Denniston: Reminders. These CONTACT 
exhibitions resulted in a total of nine bookings in 
Ontario centres in this fiscal year. 

As an institution of the Ontario Ministry of 
Culture and Communications, the AGO provides 
programming each year for community festivals 
throughout the province. In the past year, through 
the “Artists with their Work” Program, a group 
exhibition of paintings, prints, sculpture, and 
photographs was produced for summer festivals 
in Simcoe and Sudbury. Contemporary 
Landscape Perspectives included the works of 
Brian Burnett, Jane Buyers, Moira Clark, Jennifer 
Dickson, Oliver Girling, Simon Harwood, Janis 
Hoogstraten, Douglas Kirton, Alex Neumann, and 
George Raab and was on view at the Lynnwood 
Arts Centre for the Simcoe Friendship Festival and 
at the Laurentian University Museum and Arts 
Centre for the Sudbury Festival of the Arts. 

The “Artists with their Work” Program continued 
to encourage valuable interaction between Ontario 
artists and galleries throughout the province. The 
program enables an artist to conduct workshops 
that complement an exhibition of works, or a 
screening of films or videotapes. Through this 
program, contemporary artists have not only 
received greater exposure provincially, but have 
also experienced directly the varying attitudes to 
their work in cities often far removed from major 
art-producing centres. Exhibiting galleries have 
gained greater accessibility to current artistic 
trends and have been able to expand their 
exhibition program because of the AGo’s 


organizational and financial participation. 

In 1987/88 thirty-eight artists from a roster of 
seventy-nine participated in forty-nine ‘Artists with 
their Work” programs. These exhibitions, 
screenings, workshops, and lectures were held in 
twenty-four art galleries and centres in twenty-one 
Ontario communities. Ten of the bookings were in 
the media of film and video. Thirty-five per cent of 
the programs were held in communities in northern 
Ontario. 


Other Curatorial Activities 

The 1987/88 fiscal year saw over fifty works of art 
from the Permanent Collection included in 
exhibitions across Canada, the United States, 
Europe, and the Orient. 

Significant among the international historical 
loans was Woman in Bath by Edgar Degas to the 
monumental exhibition on the artist at the Grand 
Palais in Paris; the National Gallery of Canada, 
Ottawa, and the Metropolitan Museum of Art, New 
York. The Fanatics of Tangiers by Eugene 
Delacroix was lent to the Palacio de Villahermosa, 
Madrid, as part of the major exhibition organized 
and presented by the Kunsthaus Zurich. The lvy 
Branch by Henri Matisse toured Japanese 
exhibition centres as part of an exhibition on the 
artist organized by Art Life Ltd., Tokyo. Hina and Te 
Fatou by Paul Gauguin was lent to the National 
Gallery of Art, Washington, Dc, for inclusion in 
their important exhibition The Art of Paul Gauguin, 
also to travel to the Art Institute of Chicago. 
Paintings by Francesco de Mura and Mattia Preti 
were included in the exhibition A Taste for Angels: 
Neapolitan Paintings in North America, organized 
for national tour by the Yale University Art Gallery, 
New Haven, Connecticut. Works on paper by 
Eliezer Markovitch Lissitzky and artists from Great 
Britain's Grosvenor School were provided to the 
Harvard University Art Galleries, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, and the Rhode Island School of 
Design, Providence, Ny, respectively. 

Major contributions from the Art Gallery of 
Ontario's contemporary international collection 
were supplied to exhibitions in the United States 
and Mexico. Lucio Pozzi's The Test Pilot's Throne 
was lent to the Detroit Institute of Arts for the 
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Loring and Wyle: Sculptors’ Legacy 


exhibition Reconnecting. Cupola by Franz Kline 
and /In Grey with Parasol by Robert Motherwell 
were furnished to the Albright Knox Art Gallery, 
Buffalo, for its exhibition Abstract Expressionism: 
The Critical Developments. Andy Warhol’s 

Elvis | & ll was lent to the Centro Cultural/Arte 
Contemporaneo, Polanco, Mexico, for the 
exhibition Leo Castelli Y Sus Artistas. 

Canadian contemporary works of art from the 
Permanent Collection were seen across Canada 
and in Europe. Robin Collyer’s The Zulu (European 
Version) was lent to documenta 8, Kassel, 
Germany. Works by Betty Goodwin and Jean 
McEwen were provided to the Montreal Museum 
of Fine Arts for its exhibitions on these artists, the 
Goodwin exhibition circulating nationally. A recent 
acquisition, Portrait Gallery, by lan Wallace was 
sent to the Vancouver Art Gallery for its 
internationally travelling exhibition on the artist. 

Concentrated loans transactions occurred within 
the Canadian historical collection; the loan activity 
and viewing exposure stretching from coast to 
coast and into the United States. Major paintings 
by Emily Carr and Lawren Harris were lent to the 
Birmingham Museum of Art, Alabama, for its 
circulating exhibition The Expressionist Landscape, 


1920-40. Four works by Lawren Harris, Edwin 
Holgate, Edward John Hughes, and J. E. H. 
Macdonald were lent to the Art Gallery of 
Hamilton for the nationally touring exhibition 
Industrial Images/ Industrial lmagination. Six works 
by J. W. Morrice, Horatio Walker, Homer Watson, 
Curtis Williamson, and James Kerr-Lawson were 
dispatched to the Edmonton Art Gallery for 
inclusion in the nationally touring exhibition on the 
Canadian Art Club. Six more works by J. W. 
Morrice, Franklin Brownell, J. E. H. Macdonald, 
and Dorothy Stevens were supplied to the 
McMichael Canadian Art Collection in Kleinberg, 
Ontario, for the exhibition Endless Summer: 
Canadian Artists in the Caribbean. During the 
fiscal year, the same institution received paintings 
by Lawren Harris and Rockwell Kent for its 
exhibition Lawren Harris Influenced by Kent. 
Works by Marc-Auréle Suzor-Cote, Arthur Lismer, 
R. Tait McKenzie, William Kurelek, C. W. Jefferys, 
Cornelius Kreighoff, and Ernest Seton were lent to 
institutions in Arthabaska, Quebec; Guelph, 
Ontario; Calgary, Alberta; Banff, Alberta; and 
Winnipeg, Manitoba. The Winnipeg Art Gallery 
was also lent Albert Gleizes’ Le Port and Henri 
Matisse’s Jeannette V (Jeanne Vaderin, 5me etat)

for its seventy-fifth anniversary exhibition 1912: 
The Break-up of Tradition. 


Throughout this active year, demand for the 
Reference Library’s resources continued to grow: 
for example, use of printed holdings increased 
eighteen per cent, while research services like 
interlibrary loans doubled yet again. The library 
continues to depend upon its loyal donors (listed 
elsewhere in this Annual Report) for assistance, 
both monetary and in kind. The highlights of this 
year’s book acquisitions are all gifts. Mrs. Gilbert 
Bagnani presented an edition of Horace Walpole’s 
Anecdotes of Painting in England (five volumes; 
London: 1786) and a complete run of the rare 
journal, Ausonia. Mrs. Helen Crosby and the 
Johnson family enriched our general reference 
holdings with The Interpreter’s Bible (twelve 
volumes; New York: 1954) and Murray’s A New 
English Dictionary (twenty-three volumes; Oxford: 
1908). Keith Walden’s gift of Die Abenteuer des 
Herrn Tartarin aus Tarascon (with illustrations by 
George Grosz; Berlin: 1821) added lustre to the 
library’s rare book holdings. 


Photographic Services continued to provide 
photography of works of art for the active 
publications schedule and for acquisitions and 


archive records. Requests were processed for 
both in-house programs and outside users. 
Extensive photography for exhibition catalogues 
was undertaken or commissioned in out-of-town 
locations. A total of 1,495 works of art were 
photographed and over 8,500 photo-prints were 
issued. The department also documented various 
Gallery activities and exhibition installations. Over 
400 mail orders were serviced, providing 
photographic material for books, brochures, 
posters, cards, films, videos, and individual 
research, along with agreements covering 
copyright and royalty matters. 

The department's technical photography for the 
Conservation department has progressed to 155 
negatives documenting works of art beyond the 
visible light spectrum to facilitate conservation 
research. 

Photographic Services made special documents 
of the activities held during China 87 and Spring 
Thing; it also did archival photography of all the 
projects and activities related to Stage Ill. 

While the slide sales program was restrained 
because of financial cutbacks, the department 
managed to supply slides from exhibitions Loring 
and Wyle: Sculptors’ Legacy; Joyce Wieland; and 
Henry Moore Remembered: The Collection at the 
Art Gallery of Ontario in Toronto. It also supplied 


slides to represent various programs and the 
Permanent Collection for our resource holdings. 


With the addition of an assistant paintings and 
sculpture conservator and a department secretary, 
the staffing of the Conservation department was 
brought to full complement. Over the past year all 
Conservation staff were involved in the planning 
and production of exhibitions and in treatment of 
works for those exhibitions. For example, the 
paper conservation staff determined and tested 
technical specifications for seventy-six climate 
control display cases used in The Glory of the 
Page exhibition, and monitored the conditions 
within the cases during the exhibition. They were 
also involved in the mounting and dismantling 
of the exhibition. Paintings and sculpture 
conservators, with the help of student assistants, 
treated over eighty works for Loring and Wyle: 
Sculptors’ Legacy, and in consultation with the 
artist, lenders, and the curator, treated many works 
for the Joyce Wieland exhibition. 

Other routine activities continued, including a 
wide range of conservation treatments. The 
telephone referral service proved increasingly 
popular, as did the behind-the-scenes tours of the 
studios. 

This year, emphasis was placed on public and 
professional conservation training through staff 
involvement in a variety of lecture and seminar 
programs, both as presenters and participants. 

A more visible achievement of preventive 
conservation can be seen in the recent installation 
of twenty-seven recording hygrothermographs in 
all exhibition and storage areas. These instruments 
provide a continuous record of temperature and 
relative humidity and assist both the Conservation 
department and the building engineers by 
helping to maintain the stable environmental 
conditions required to preserve the Permanent 
Collection. Further preventive conservation 
measures involved the purchase of 428 Solander 
boxes to upgrade the storage of prints and 
drawings. Both environmental and storage projects 
were accomplished with financial assistance from 
the Museums Assistance Programs of the 
Department of Communications. 
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Education Programs 

Many significant accomplishments characterized 
the year for the Education Services Division. In line 
with the Gallery's development of French language 
programs and materials, francophone staff were 
added to the Elementary and Secondary Level 
departments and are now able to provide tours in 
French for all grades of the school systems. At the 
same time, in cooperation with the Volunteer 
Committee, francophone docents were recruited 
to give talks and tours in French to adults under 
the supervision of the Adult Programs department. 
Programs and services are also available in 
French in the Gallery School, the Audio-Visual 
Centre, and Education Scheduling. 

The exhibition The Glory of the Page proved to 
be of great interest to secondary level students 
and teachers and a slide/text kit was produced by 
Secondary Level staff for use in the schools. All 
120 copies were sold. A slide/tape orientation 
program was also produced by Secondary Level 
and this was used in The Jackman Hall not only 
for high school groups but also for adult group 
visitors. In Support of this important exhibition the 
Adult Programs department carried on a series of 
lectures, a Symposium, which was well attended, 
and two popular theatrical productions by the 
University of Toronto Poculi Ludique Societas. 
These were “Robin Hood and the Friar” and “Sir 
Gawain and the Green Knight.” Other inter-arts 
performances arranged by Adult Programs were 
Opera Atelier’s “Actéon” in May and “Julius Caesar” 
in October and, sponsored by Bauhaus Design 
Canada, the touring production of “Letters from 


the Yellow Chair” in January. 

A highlight of the year for Adult Programs was 
the latest in a series of educational exhibitions in 
Gallery E devoted to examining the best way to 
inform and intrigue the gallery visitor with works of 
art. This year the exhibition was called Viewpoints 
and dealt with the difficult area of contemporary 
art through a variety of innovative communication 


methods and intensive visitor interviews. Major 
funding for this exhibition was provided by 
TransCanada PipeLines through its Arts 
Development Program. Other highlights were the 
staff involvement with the presentation of The Glory 
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of the Page exhibition, the successful staff 
participation in the first Rom colloquium on 
museum education, close collaboration with the 
curators in developing support programs for the 
Henry Moore Remembered and the Loring and 
Wyle exhibitions and major contributions of 
scripts for the videomagazine Spectrum. 

The Media Productions department reached a 
new height with the contracting for a regular prime 
time airing of Spectrum on the whole TVOntario 
English and French networks plus provincial 
cable networks. A significant contribution was 
made by Bell Canada in providing sophisticated 
on-line editing facilities, while technical support 
was generously given by Beaver Creek Pictures 
and Fuji Photo Film Canada, Inc. 

Once again, the Education Services Division, 
along with many other departments of the Gallery, 
produced a lively and eminently successful week 
of programs for the school March break. Spring 
Thing ’88 attracted even greater numbers of 
young children, teenagers, and adults than last 
year to participate in games, studio activity, 
performances of song, dance and comedy, films 
and videos, and many other enjoyable and 
educational offerings. Generous material and 
financial support for these programs was provided 
by Crayola. Weekend Workshops, an experimental 
program last year, became a full-fledged part of 
Elementary Level’s informal art learning experi- 
ences, aimed at the eight-to-twelve age group. 

While the film program had another successful 
year, with five major film series and five major 
special screenings, two events were outstanding. 
The first was the important film portion of the 
festival China ’87, which took place at the AGO 
during the summer accompanied by many 
interesting events, from Chinese artists’ 
demonstrations, to the Beijing Opera cast showing 
their costumes and make-up. The other landmark 
event was the Jean-Luc Godard Retrospective 
held in cooperation with Harbourfront. The 
Audio-Visual Centre, enjoying another busy year, 
was able to secure the computer equipment that 
became the main ingredient of the new cataloguing 
system envisaged as handling demand for many 
years to come. A special grant from the Ministry of

Culture and Communications allowed for this 


computer equipment, and also for units for 
Education Scheduling and Media Productions. 
Grateful acknowledgement must also be made of 
the contributions that The Canada Council and 
Carleton Inn made to the film program and that 
Rogers Cable made to our Classic Video 
collection. 

The Gallery School was assisted to another 
successful year of varied courses by contributions 
from Shell Canada and the Eaton Foundation. It 
remains only to acknowledge the generosity of 
many individual and group supporters of our 
educational programs and thank the public and 
our many different clients for their interest and 
enthusiasm. More detailed information and 
statistics may be found on pages 26-29. 


Volunteer Programs 

The importance of the Art Gallery of Ontario to the 
community Is reflected by the ever-increasing 
volunteer support the Gallery has enjoyed over 
the past forty-two years. Today, the Volunteer 
Committee's more than 580 members and 230 


Gallery volunteers work within an organizational 
structure designed to promote strong leadership 
and efficient management of their activities. 
Through both service-oriented and fund-raising 
projects, the committee continues to fulfill its 
mandate “to promote public interest in the aGo.” 

The Grange, one of the finest historic houses in 
Toronto, is maintained and operated by volunteers 
whose creative educational programs, tours, 
receptions, and dinners continue to capture the 
imagination of adults and children of all ages. 
Their efforts resulted in a record attendance of 
43,000 this year. Special tours in French and tours 
for English-as-a-second-language groups 
complemented the regular programs for visitors. 
An impressive educational program was provided 
for Grange volunteers. The committee's latest 
publication The Grange will be available early 
this Summer. 

Volunteers who staff the front lobby Membership 
desk seven days a week processed 3,500 new 
and renewed Gallery memberships, representing 
a revenue of $124,000 for the Gallery. Diverse 
Membership activities, organized by these 
volunteers, was enthusiastically supported 
throughout the year. They helped to organize and 
staff new Members’ parties and were active 
at Celebration Weekend and Members’ openings. 

Once again an enticing program of quality, 
art-oriented tours was provided by Travel AGo for 
the pleasure of Gallery Members. Destinations 
included Scotland, Prague/Poland/Vienna, New 
York, Chicago, Washington, and Alsace/ 
Switzerland. Gallery Hopping organized day visits 
to Buffalo, Queen’s Park, Yorkville, two corporate 
collections, and a mystery tour. 

For Gallery visitors, the volunteer docents gave 
tours twice a day, six days a week. This service 
included tours in French, tours for the hearing 
impaired, and Artful Conversation, a tour followed 
by informal discussion over coffee. Docents 
participated in tours for AGo Members’ programs, 
exhibition openings, and Members’ parties. A 
group also worked directly with Education Services 
giving tours for school groups. Preparing for this 
heavy schedule, all docents participate in a 
weekly ongoing training program. 


Working with the Gallery's Marketing/Public 
Relations Division, the Visitors Program and 
Hospitality Committee provided special 
arrangements and day programs for many visiting 
groups. A flyer promoting this service was broadly 
distributed and well received. 

Thanks to the volunteers the ongoing retail 
projects—the Reproduction, Jewellery, and 
Impulse shops, and the Art Rental and Sales 
Gallery—have enjoyed outstanding sales this year 
and a record profit. Total gross sales reached over 
$1.85 million, an increase of twenty-two per cent 
over last year and a net profit of $540,000 showed 
an eighteen per cent increase. This success must 
be attributed to excellent management and 
selection of merchandise, on behalf of the 
volunteers involved. Two new concepts introduced 
this year were a full-page advertising flyer in the 
December issue of AGo News and “Exclusively 
Yours,” a shopping night in December only for 
Members. 

In addition to new monthly installations in the Art 
Rental and Sales Gallery, a special exhibition was 
organized by the Volunteer Committee. Quebec 
’88: A Selection featured recent works by 
important Quebec artists. The committee 
supported the artists and dealers through extended 
exposure of their works and also generated 
$378,769 for them in revenue from sales and 
rentals. Likewise, The Jewellery Shop, selling 
predominately works on consignment, generated 
$166,900 in revenue for its artists. 

A new volunteer group, the Market Research 
Team, working with the Education Services and 
Marketing/Public Relations divisions, was trained 
to conduct audience research in the Gallery. Their 
purpose is to collect data to determine how AGo 
visitors can best be served. 

The Junior Committee supported the purchase 
of two works for the Gallery by artist Mary Kelly 
and two by artist Jenny Holzer. This small but 
productive committee was responsible for the 


children’s area of The Impulse Shop. It 
participated in Celebration Weekend and gave 
tours at new Members parties and at The Grange 
to children in the primary grades. Once again 
their Black and White Ball was an evening of 
elegance and fun. 

Developed through the Volunteer Committee, 
Club Aco— Young Associates of the Art Gallery of 
Ontario is a new program for Gallery Members 
between the ages of 18 and 35. Its purpose Is to 


+ 


encourage interest and participation in the Gallery 
and will involve activities specifically geared to 
younger Members. 

Profits from ongoing projects of the Volunteer 
Committee will support the acquisition of works of 
art, the Exhibition Endowment Fund and Stage Ill 


Fund. 


Activities in other areas of the Gallery have also 
been in high gear. Our Membership department 
repeated its direct mail campaign this year, with 
1,300 new Members as a result; AGO memberships 
now stand at 20,000, representing 28,000 
Members. 

The efforts of the Development Committee over 
the past year are remarkable. Notable initiatives 
by corporations, individuals, and foundations are 
expected to result in an increase of the Annual 
Giving Fund to a total of $1.3 million. Corporate 
Giving has become a vital source of funding for 
the AGo’s exhibitions and programs. Sponsorship 
revenue has increased by over 100% this year. 
Corporate sponsorship of exhibitions, like The 
Glory of the Page, Loring and Wyle, Henry Moore 
Remembered, Viewpoints: Approaches to Art, 
and Paterson Ewen: Phenomena, have ensured 
the continuing program excellence that Gallery 
patrons expect. 

The Administration Division continued with its 
programs aimed at improving the operational 
efficiency of the Gallery. There were significant 
savings in energy costs, after making the most of 


the new building automation system. The AGo’s 
security operation also enjoys an enviable 
reputation that greatly enhances our ability to 
attract loans of works of art from private and 
institutional collections. The substantial profits 
returned by Dining Services and the AGo Book 
Shop will be used to support operations. The 
Gallery Archives, an important research resource, 
greatly expanded Its service capacity over the last 
year, increasing its ability to respond to public 
needs. 

We are looking forward to implementing a new 
Gallery division in 1988/89, thanks to the 
recommendation of the McKinsey study. Our new 
Art Support Division will group the Conservation, 
Registration, Technical Services, Photographic 
Services, and Graphic Design & Production 
departments, and editorial staff—thereby 
consolidating those areas providing support to 
our Permanent Collection and the presentation 
of exhibitions. Another McKinsey recommendation 
upon which we are currently acting is the 
establishment of a long-term planning process to 
more effectively integrate the Gallery’s institutional 
goals, divisional programming, and budgeting. 

My thanks and congratulations go to all the Aco 
staff whose hard work and dedication have once 
again produced a superlative level of programming 
for our visitors. And on behalf of the Gallery, | 
would like to express our appreciation for the 
much-needed support that we receive from the 
community, through our Members, volunteers, 
and trustees. 

The Art Gallery of Ontario is proud to have such 
a solid foundation; we plan to build on these 
strengths and to centralize our visions for our 
future direction.

Elementary Level Programs 


The following programs were offered by the Elementary 
Level Programs department during the 1987/88 
academic year. 


School Visits: 

These two-hour programs were designed for grades 3 to 
8, and included a one-hour participatory orientation 
session followed by an hour's tour in the galleries. Nine 
different thematic programs were available, aimed at 
raking the Gallery's Permanent Collection more 
accessible to young people. 


Sculpture/Henry Moore: Using large stretchy bags, 
children explored volume, shape, and texture. A tour in 
the galleries included the works of Henry Moore and 
other sculptors. 


Colour: A slide show followed by experiments in colour 
theory assisted students in their exploration of the 
emotional and scientific aspects of colour. 


Landscape: The landscapes of Old Masters and the 
Canadian collection were interpreted using sound and 
creative description. 


Portraits and Body Language: Props, costumes, and 
video were the tools used to help children interpret 
portraits. 


Vines, Veins, and Vibrations: This program included 
music, movement, and light to explore the many qualities 
of line. A general tour in the galleries followed. 


Why is that Art?: By using slides to support individual 
opinions, students in grades 7 and 8 were encouraged to 
debate this provocative question. 


Life-Times: An engaging slide show and an analysis of 
‘time capsules’ provided students with an opportunity to 
discuss varied and changing lifestyles, before comparing 
historical and contemporary art in the galleries. 


The Painted Tale: Children’s literature and dramatic 
portrayal were the vehicles in this program for exploring 
narrative works of art in the collection. 


“Oh! Canada”: This new program offered a look at some 
of the diverse styles in Canadian art by highlighting the 
works of seven Canadian artists. 


Primary Program: This popular program for students from 
kindergarten to grade 3 was an adjunct to the Elementary 
Level tours. It provided primary level students with a 
thematic orientation in either colour or sculpture followed 
by a Studio session in the Gallery School with either paint 
or clay. 


Family Programming 


Hands On: A unique program where parents and young 
children can explore art-related concepts in an informal, 
imaginative environment welcomed more than 9,500 
visitors during 1987/88. Hands On appreciates the 
generous support of Atari Canada Corp. and Irwin Toy 
Ltd. 


Gallery activities during Celebration Weekend in December. 


Weekend Workshops: A new Sunday afternoon program 
for 8-12-year-olds was offered during 1987/88. Using 
multi-media, children created such things as Japanese 
fish kites, pre-historic landscapes, self-portrait collages, 
and relief prints. Twenty-four two-hour workshops were 
conducted. 


Secondary Level Programs 


High school students participated in group discussions 
on themes relating to the AGO’s collections and to special 
exhibitions. Following a brief introductory session in an 
orientation room, students were conducted through a 
ninety-minute tour, where emphasis was placed on their 
responses to and thoughts about the works on view. 


Thematic Tours of the Collection 

These tours ranged throughout the galleries and 
identified a common theme that links the art of various 
periods. 


Discover the Gallery: Students examined samples of 
paintings and sculpture from all represented periods. 


The Debate: Contemporary art versus the Old 
Masters—a controversial discussion of the Permanent 
Collection. 


The Language of Colour: An exploration of colour and its 
use as asymbolic, compositional, and expressive device. 


Space in Perspective: The artist's efforts to create or deny 
illusionistic space from the Renaissance to the present. 


Sculpture: An exploration of the Gallery's rich sculpture 
collection. 


Henry and His Contemporaries: The works of British artist 
Henry Moore and his contemporaries. 


Primitivism in Modern Sculpture from Gauguin to Moore: 
The influence of exotic art on the work of artists. 


Sculpture: Questions of Definition: An exploration of 
contemporary sculpture and installations recommended 
for senior students. 


Portraiture: A Mirror of Life: The portrait in all its 
variations. 


Gods, Goddesses, and Heroes: From the Medusa to the 
Marchesa, classical mythology to contemporary 
symbols. 


“Portraits in Action,” an elementary level program. 


The Making of a Work of Art: A discovery of how a work 
of art comes into existence —the concept, materials, 
process, and techniques. 


A Question of Quality: Students were encouraged to 
suspend their personal opinions in an effort to arrive at 
more objective means of making judgements about art. 


Tours Focusing on Major Art Historical Periods 
These tours focused on historical periods that are well 
represented in the Gallery's Permanent Collection. The 
orientation session and the tour introduced the social, 
cultural, and historical aspects of the period being 
discussed, including techniques of painting.

Painters and Poets in Canadian Art: This tour explored 
the relationship between the visual and literary arts in 
Canada from the early nineteenth century to today. 


History through the Artist's Eyes: The orientation and tour 
concentrated on the work of art as a document of history 
that reveals the period from which It comes. 


Art with a Political and Social Message: A discussion of 
the artist as social and political commentator in the 
twentieth century. 


Tune In: Interviews with Painted People: Students worked 
in small groups to interpret paintings of their choice, 
using the interview format as a starting point. 


Professional Workshops for Teachers 

Secondary Level Programs provided workshops for 445 
teachers of visual arts and history this year. These 
participatory workshops introduced teachers to other 
resources at the Gallery. 


Beyond the Museum 

Secondary Level Programs designed and presented a 
course on the contemporary art scene in Toronto for 
twenty-five secondary school teachers. The program 
included lectures and discussion sessions with artists, 
curators, and art dealers. This course received 
accreditation from the Faculty of Education, University of 
Toronto. 


“The Glory of the Page” Teachers’ Kit 
This kit, which included slides and extensive support 
materials, was provided to teachers for a small fee. The 


kit's immediate use was as preview or follow-up to the 
exhibition visit, however, it was also designed to be a 
valuable long-term classroom resource. 


Adult Programs 


Gallery Talks and Group Tours 

In October, a new group of Francophone docents initiated 
gallery talks in French on Sunday afternoons. The 
enthusiastic response to the introduction of this service 
reflects the wide-spread public involvement in the 
extensive schedule of talks and group tours given daily 
by more than forty volunteer docents now working In 
conjunction with Adult Programs.

The Gallery School 


The Gallery School comprises four different programs of 
instruction in the studio arts taught by professional artists. 


Children’s Studio: A thirty-week calendar of courses in 
painting, printmaking, and sculpture for students 
between the ages of eight and eighteen was held after 
school from September to May. Preparatory Drawing, a 
thirty-week intensive drawing course to prepare high 
school students for subsequent application to the 
Advanced Studio curriculum, was held on Thursday 
afternoons. 


Summer Art Studio for Kids: A four-week summer 
version of the Children’s Studio program was held five 
days a week during July and included courses In 
painting, printmaking, and sculpture. 


Advanced Studio: A two-year program in the studio arts 
sponsored by Shell Canada and The Eaton Foundation. 
Drawing, painting, and three-dimensional design were 
taught at pre-college level for selected high school 
students on thirty Saturday mornings from September to 
May. 


Adult Studio: This program offers opportunities in 
continuing education for the adult student in the studio 
arts. Evening courses were held in three ten-week terms 
and an eight-week summer term.

Studio Visits 

The Studio Visits program places an emphasis on 
stimulating an awareness of art-making processes; the 
tools, materials, and equipment used; how artists work; 
the source and historical importance of their ideas; and 
the relevance of galleries. Discussions and 
demonstrations were followed by a hands-on session 
with related materials. Studio artists and education 
officers conducted visits three days a week, from 
September to May. 


Family and Community Studio 
A family activity in studio arts held on Sundays from 
October to April and during March break. 


Edward P. Taylor Audio-Visual Centre 


The Audio-Visual Centre offers the largest art-slides loan 
facility in Canada to art historians, teachers, students, 
artists, and the public. The centre also holds the Gallery’s 
archive slides, audio- and videotape collection, and film 
collection. A major program of the centre is the screening 
of films in several series each year. A new circulating 
collection of videos was initiated by the centre in 1986 
and the collection was substantially increased in 1987.
